Harrison E. Salisbury, one of the most 
accomplished reporters on the staff of the 
New York Times, has been probing deep 
into the big city’s youth problem. Hfc has 
set forth a story of violence, frustrations 
and social turmoil. Much of his report 
applies specifically to New York; much of 
it concerns situations generally confined to 
cities of great size. But some of what he 
has written can be applied to almost any 
community. 
In his concluding article, Salisbury notes 
that one strong factor*in the juvenile de­ 
linquency problem is the individual indif­ 
ference of many citizens. "The plain truth 
seems to lie that in the war-disoriented, 
prosperity-tranquilized last 10 years," he 
writes, "the city and most of its inhabitants 
have been content to drift and make do.

He got a Nob el Prize 
for Peace out of his annoyances, b ut he could not 
carry his people along w ith him. 
W hile Prim e M inister D iefcnb aker is a na­ 
tionalist, he is not likely to b e as chauvinistic as 
L ester Pearson has b een, nor will he cut off his 
nose to spite his face. A fter all, it is U nited S tates 
capital which is b uilding C anada’s industries and 
even m uch of C anada’s home capital is the prod­ 
uct of the old b ootlegging days w hen C anada 
literally poured w hiskey into a country made 
thirsty b y Prohib ition. And an other source of 
capital-b uilding has b een the new sprint cartel 
which charges this country fiendish prices for the 
paper on which our news is printed. 
In 1957, U nited S tates citizens invested ab out 
$500,000,000 in C anadian securities. Much of this 
investm ent w ent into C anadian com panies, which 
m eets the political com plaint tha t A m erican com ­ 
panies own C anadian industries. Ob viously C an­ 
ada, w ith its veTy sm all population, just tw ice 
that of the C ity of New’ York, cannot form the 
capital for the developm ent of its m ineral re ­ 
sources and new industries. The b est m oney m a r­ 
ket for C anada rem ains the U nited S tates, al­ 
though D iefenb aker hopes to create a b oom m ar­ 
ket for C anadian industrial securities in G reat 
B ritain.
